WiUBHiiroTOiT, Jan. 28.— Tk* mathcr 
bUMiii iMQM the fdUowing : The (em- 
peratare has fallen in the south Atlantic 
and east golf states and TenuoHsee, and 
it has risen slowly in all other districts. 
It continues below freezing in the 
Bonthem atates, except Florida, and ii 
Vakm MTO in the northwest aa faraonth 
aa Iowa and northern nUnols. 

Snow prevails on the Atlantic coast, 
north of South Carolina, and on the 
lake and upper Ohio, (iciicrally very 
clear in the nu\f states, Mi.ssissippi val- 
ley and tlieuee westward to the Rocky 
mountains. It will be colder in the 
southern Atlantic states and below 
freezing as far south as extreme north- 
ern Florida, (teiierally fair weather 
will prevail in the southern states and 
central valleys. 

Reports from the south indicate a 
general and quite a heavy fall of snow 
in Virginia, amounting to over six 
inches, and the weather map shows 
that the rain or snow belt extends as far 
Bonth OS Florida and tht- gulf coast, as 
far west as Kanstts, and as far norih as 
portions of the great lakes. 

The cold wave that has gone over the 
United States during the past several 
days is one of the severest, considering 
both the low temperatures that pre- 
vailed in many places and the vast ex- 
tent of the area c overed by it, that has 
been recorded by tlie weather bureau in 
its !50 yeai-s of existence. The south 
yesterday had an usual experience. 
Throughout Texas, Loui.siaua, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama and in a large part of 
Georgia a fall of suow of from one to 
three inohea in depth is reported to the 
ireatliar tmreaa. 

TIrclala Cov«rml With 8now. 

Richmond, Jan. 38.— The Old Domiu 
ion atate is covered with from four to 
inohea of anow. The fall b«gan 
mAf feafeerday mocning and in aome 
nboea hu not » abated. Danville has 
four inohea.

JXo aenooa 
delaya to tnUBo are r epor t ed. The tem- 
pemtore orer the atate rangea from 30 
to S5 degreea. The atorai haa oanaed all 
ahimdng to hog the harbor st Norfolk 
d and the Roads are lined With veasels 
ftwaiting clear weather.

RAunoR, Jan. tt.— Sleet began yeater- 
day about 3 o'clock and continued all 
di^, mingled with rain in the forenoon 
and with snow in the afternoon.

The highest temper- 
ature during tiie ])ast 24 nonrs was 80 
degrees and the lowest 35. Snow is 
still falling here. There has been no 
flUl of snow iu the eastern portion of 
the state or along the coaat.

ARBITRATION COMMIP3IONER9. 



Chief Juitloe Fuller and Juntlce Drewer 
Havo Bmb Hrlected. 

NawToUt Jaa. S8.— A dispatch to 
Tlie World ttoai Waahingtoa says 
Melville W. Fuller, chief Justice of the 
United States supreme court, and David 
J. Brewei-. associate justice, have been 
nominated as commis-sioners to .«erve on 
the arbitration tribunal appointed to 
determine the boundary line between 
Yenesnela and British Oniana. 

The supreme court at a fcfoui 
ing has officially agreed upon these se- 
lections. The nomination of Chief 
Justice Fuller was made subject to the 
approval of Venezuela, as is piuvided 
by an amendment to the original agree 
ment. President Crespo and Ids cab 
inet have signified their acceptance of 
Mr. FnUer. 

During the final work on the treaty, 
under which the arbitration will be con- 
ducted, it was decided to insert the 
names of the commissioners in order 
that the work of expediting orgauiza 
tion and the transaotiOtt Ot boriness 
might be hastened. 

The second article of the as^eeinent 
provides that two members of the tri- 
bunal shall be nominated by the judges 
of the supreme court of the United 
States and two members by the British 
high court of justice. A clause provides 
that judjs'es of either nominating cod rt 
may he selected as commissioners. The 
supreme court was requested to desig 
nato its nominees in advance of the con- 
clusion of the treaty and before its sub- 
mission to the Venezuelan congresn 
Chief Justice Fuller and Ass(yiate Jus 
tice Brewer were named by their judi 
cial colleagues. 

While the formal assent of King Os 
car to servo as the fifth arbitrator has 
not been given, it is understood that an 
intimation has been raoeiTed that he 

will accept. 

All indications point to the nomina 
tion by the British hi^ court of Sir 
Cliarles Russell and Sir FrankUn Ixx-k 
wood as the two members to be chosen 
by that body to complete the tribunal 

The actual signing of the treaty will 
occur within a few days. The neces-sity 
for haste has been averted by the fact 
that a special session of the Venezuelan 
oonoress was not called. That body 
wilT not convene until Feb. SO. The 
next steamer for La Onayra Will sail 
Feb. 9, and will take the treaty to Oar 
acas. 

PLACE FO R THE B IG~ FIGHT. 

Two Hon Oa«at)«ts Be Mmm WmtQf 
Movada Cmm 8«««ro tiM Wisw. 

Carson, Nev., Jan. 38.— There is 
now good reason to believe that the big 
mill between Corbett and Fitzsimmons 
will take place in this state. The bill 
for the regulation and restriction of 
glove conteata WMi passed by the as- 
sembly by a vote of 80 to 9. The bill 
was returned to the committee on pub- 
lic morals substantially as introduced, 
except that the license for each conte*;t 
was raised from $360 to $1,000, $900 of 
which is to go to the state and $100 to 
the county in which the battle takes 
place. This bill will go to the senate 
today, and by the end of the week it 
will be a law, lacking only the gov 
ernor's signature. 

Wliile some of the senators and as 
aemUymen do not favor prize fighting, 
they regard this course best for regulat- 
ing it. What the governor will do is 
not known, but in view of the seneral 
demand of the people it is thought that 
he will sign it. 

A number of dtlaena are endeavoring 
to keep Stuart from fixing a place or 
yielding to outside efforts until this 
matter is settled, and it is surmised 
that he has considered Nevada favor- 
ably. No arrangements have been 
made as to the scene of the contest. 
Reno, Virginia Citv and Oarson are all 
on the railroad, ana have suitable train- 
ing grounds, and Fitasimrtiona and Cor- 
bett are likely to meet at one of the 
three. 

MURDER ED BY B URGLARS.

WJis committed here at 1 :5f) o'elrx'k this 
morning that may result in a lynching 
party before many hours. Virgil Moore, 
a highly respeoted- grooecy merchant, 
waa aroosed by burglars entering his 
store, and in attempting to drive them 
off he was shot down and riddled with 
ballets. 

The sheriff's office was immediately 
notified and dogs were put on the trail 
of the murden'rs, two in number. The 
greatest excitement prevails in the vi- 
cinity of the murder, and if the parties 
are captured, the officers will BOt be 
able to hold b ook the mob.

St. Lori.s, Jim. 28.— Arthur Palmer 
of New York was arrested at the Plant- 
ers' hotel last night. He is a handsomo 
well dressed man of 46 years, and had 
been at the hotel a week rt>gistered un- 
der ihe name of Paul Jones. The ar- 
rest was made on a long distance tele- 
phoae message from Sheriff Johnson of 
Weetohaater oonnty, N. T., who said 
Uiat Palmer moraered his mother, 
brother and sister aboiit nine days ago 
and fled. The sheriff telephoned that 
Palmer had been traeed to St. Louis. 
Palmer is supposed to be insane.

J.M K^OWVILIJI, Fla., Jan. 2S.— The 
steatnew Three Friends and Dauntless, 
after having been tied up by the gov 
emment for several weeks, are again 
free, the deputy marshals on board hav 
ing been withdrawn. The owners of 
the Three Friends gave bond in the sum 
of $5,000, making $22,000 in bt.iuls, the 
boat is now under in the three pi-ooecu 
tions for forfeiture that have been in 
stituted b7 the government. 

The bond for the release of the 
Dauntless amounted to $10,000, the sum 
named aa the value of the vessel by ap 
praisers appointed by the ooort.

TT.NioNTOWN, Pa., Jan. 28.— An oxplo 
sion in the Smock mines of Hurst & 
Company last evening killed two miners 
and injured seven others, throe of whom 
will die. The dead ore: 
Peter Honser. 
Charles McQuister. 
Injured : Andrew Honzobod, Michael 
Horaniu', John Augnstine, Michael 
Keiinie, John Mitchell, John Uillis, 
William Gillis, his son. Augustine, 
Keniue and Mitt^hell were terribly 
burne«l and mangled and can not re- 
cover. 

The explosion was caused by the liber- 
ation of gas, which was ignited by the 
open lamps of the miners. Ail the in 
iured men were working in the same 
heading, blasting coal. A large piece, 
wliich was undermined by dynamite, 
released a pocket of gas, and the explo- 
.sion followed. It was 7 o'clock when 
the explosion occurred, and a ri'scuing 
party went into the mine immediately, 
but it was 10 o'clock before the victims 
were taken out. All were aJive but 
Houser, and Mr. MoQnistw expired be* 
fore midnight.

Of tho possible ener(?T of coal, from 5 
to 13 per cent only can be used in heat- 
ing, lighting or ^J^nAmic fdroe. In oth- 
er word.i, the whole snrplns percentage 
goes to waste in the air, carrying with 
it more or lees poisonous gases, wfaidi 
endanger health. The annoonoement re- 
cently made that Dr. William W. 
Jacques, formerly Mr. Thomas A. Edi- 
son's assistant, but now connected with 
the Maaaachaaetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy, ha.s disco%'(^red the secret of deriving 
electricity immediately from coal is 
news of snoh impcrtanbe aa to be worthy 
of thoughtful comment. It Reoms to be 
much more than guess^vork or spet^ula- 
tion. Thongh the idea has not passed 
very far beyond laboratory practice, it 
is likely to come into commercial use 
within a mnch shorter period than it or- 
dinarily takes great diaoovereta to work 
out their firaitloiL The needs of tiie age 
are ripe for It. 

On the asao m iptlon that the discovery 
of I>i<. Jaoqina will anhstantlate the 

claims made for it, let as see -what a 
few of its practical results will be. As 
regards power for driving machinery, it 
will probably at leaat qoadmple for the 
industry of today what Watt's develop- 
ment of the steam engine did a little 
more than a oentmy aga Watt'a com- 
ixnind engine donbled the labor prodnot 
of the world, and it is computed that at 
present in this cotmtxy alone it does the 
week of 100,000,000 men, or of 850,- 
000,000 population. Tlio new power 
promised will multiply this enormoun 
aggregate energy at least four timen 
and with vastly more convenience and 
economy. That is to say, one pound of 
coal will do the work of four. 

Tho only obataole to driving a rail- 
way train 100 miles an hour or to orowd- 
ing a Kteam.sliip acrrwis the Atlantic in 
three days is tho impossibility of carry- 
ing enough coal, which under the pres- 
ent syHtcm wastcfl not under 92 per cent 
of ita energy. Waste of power by Ht;cam, 
it must bo remembered, is as easily 
demonstrated as the items of a grocer's 
bill. Electricity can be applied directly 
to every pair of wheels on a railroad 
train, and so the train would not only 
bo propelled with greater velocity, but 
could bt! started and .stopped more quick- 
ly. Iu the case of the ocean liner, a 
large portion of the space given to coal 
bunkers, Ixiilcrs and engines, fK-cupying 
much of the cubic volume of tho steam- 
ship, could be devoted to profit bearing 
use. In augmenting the offenaive and 
defensive activity of a vraiship the re- 
sult.s can be imagined. 

What u cheap electrical ooirent means 
in everyday matters is at once clear. 
Heating, cooking ami lighting would l)e 
achieved at an astonishingly low cost, 
with a great diminution of trouble and 
dirt oud an absence (\f most of the an- 
noyances which now complicate house- 
keeping and drive so many well to do 
city people to live in hotels. 

"The scientific world has only begun 
to grasp a ttm of the applications of 
electricity to metallurgy, such aa the 
reduction of the reftractory ores, the pro- 
duction of iron, stocl and glass and tho 
uses of the potter's furnace. The won- 
derful Siemens rawbratoiy ftunaoe, 
pronounced by l^ildale to be the crown- 
ing triumph of sdence iu the produc- 
tion, maaagMnMit and utU l aation of 
high temperature, would have no com- 
parison whatever with this cheap elec- 
trical current. It is not too moch to my 
that the claims of Dr. Jaoqn o e and 
th(>y aro quite witHin reason — ^will, if 
fully veriflwl, rovolutioniie industry 
and modem living to an extent not 
reached by any prarioos dlsoorecy this 
century. 

Now, how is this wonder achieved?

Cincinnati, 0., January 26.— While the 
many friends of prxir Michael Ryan are 
deploring the fact that be is slowly dying 
of an iucn'rable disease, the medical fra- 
ternity stands agiia«t at tlM phana hia 
fatal malady presents. 

For over twenty years he was the 
right hand man of Pnder^her John B, 
Habig, and, while the, latter cohdacted 
the ofBuial morgue on West Sixth street, 
handled thousands of soiddea, yiutims of 
murder and all kinds of aceidenta. As a 
handler of dead bodies Ryan in his time 
probably bad no equal, as be took a pe 
culiar interest In preparing a corpse for 
the grave. When the new morgue was 
opened Ityan was an applicant for the 
position of attendant, but hiled of ap 
pointment. He then continued with 
Habig, for whom he worked up to the 
time of his being stricken with the m»l 
ady which will, no doubt, caoae bia 
death. It was in pursnanoe of his duties 
that poor Mike atrangely contracted the 
fatal disease — consnmption— that ia now 
slowly but surely sapping bis vitality. 

It is not tlie disease liut the manner 
in whicli Ryan contracted it that sur- 
prised bis attending physician, and 
thron;;!) Iiitii the medical world at large. 
When Mike first presented himself for 
treatment at the City Hospital, he was 
suffering from what was at firrt t>rtpposed 
to be a stiff arm, l>ut a closer investiga 
tion revealed tlie fact that it watt tuber 
cular in ita character. The l.vniphatic 
channel waa a^ollen and two ulcers 
about ten inehea apart appeared on the 
suriace. 

The physician who saw the oaae was 

not a luoiiieut in dmibt as to itH nature 
and after opening the ulcers advised 
an operation. Whether Ryan feared tbe 
ordeal or doubted the iliugnosis is not 
known, but he refuaed to permit the 
operation, and for eight months be was 
not seen at that institution. Sulis^- 
qnently he applied at the Hetin ntreei 
Hospital, and a few days after his ailiiiiK- 
sion Dr. Smith scraped the bone. Wtieu 
later he again appeared at the ^Miatui 
Medical College, a third and a larger 
ulcer was discoveied in liie upper arm, 
leaving no doubt of the disease. 

Uy a curiuns coincidence tll^' same 
physician who at first examined liim 
when the diteaae was in ita ineipiency 
examined Kyan again. Becoming inter- 
ested in the case he inquired carefully 
into tbe patient'a family history and was 
aurprised that aa far as Ryan'a own 
knowledge went, no trace of consumption 
had ever been noticed in his family. 

The inquiry also jogged the patient's 
memory and gave tbe aolntion to the 
puzzling question is an incident that had 
occurred two yeara before he himself had 
felt any pain in hia arm. According to 
Uyan'H ffory he wa.s at thattitiie onga^jeil 
in handling all the dead bodies that 
came to Habig'a. 

One day a cull caine in lor the removal 
of a dead body on West Sixth street, and 
Ryan was assigned to do the work. 
When he arrived at the house hu found a 
dead man covered with what afterwards 
proved to be tubercular ulcers. The 
corpse waa exceedingly heavy and in re- 
moving it from the bed to tbe stretcher 
Ryan rubbed bis left arm a^'uiiiHt the 
foot-board, skinning it from tbe wriat to 
tha albow. In tbe light of thia explana- 
tion tha doctors are positive that the 
tubercular germs found ttieir way 
through theabraaion, and have alowlybut 
steadily infested the lungs. 

This shatters all preconceived notions 
that consumption must necessarly find 
entrance to tbe lungs by way of tbe 
mouth, and is a most important diaoovery 
to niedtaal men.

patches. The drift of the discossion was 
that young men do not care anjr more 
for the art of pruning and grafting and 
frait culture. 

The hoys will Bt.-\y ou the farm, luid 
those who do cannot bo interested. This 
disenasloii wai provoked aome itroBg 
references made by President J. B. 
Ward iu his anuual address. He ex- 
pressed himself as flolhma: 

Farming conmnnitirs aro d«elmated of the 
boys of the moot nctlve Intellect. They are 
Kent off to the city or collefren to follow other 
piirguitH mure resp<>ctable In the rstiinatlon of 
tho family. As surely aa in ancient days feata 
of TBior and of arms being alone the thrme of 
aong and stoqr and winning alike tbe wnllee of 
beaatf oad tke a|>plavse ol tke powecfol sifted 
tbe nassss of genins, energy aad eoanwe, so 
ia uodara days tbe brllllaaey of grant for- 
toaes aad professional renown bsTe attracted 
a large portion of Its capttnity and energy from 
tho rural population. The victims aro tempted 
by a siren 'h song. Kuined boalth, doubtfal 
reputation, bankrupt^^y and aometlmos nrime 
t«ll the story of regimrnts of infatuat«d men 
who leave the farniH for tho I'itles

Polaoaed by m Sank* la Alsohol. 

A surprising experiment demonstrat- 
ing the lu'.ting qualities of snake poison 
was recently made by Professor Maison- 
nenve, which showed tliat a deadViiake 
is almost as dangerous as a live one. 
Tbe professor to^ an onusually large 
specimen of tbe eonmon viper of south- 
ern Pranccb whiob for more than tO 
years had iwen exhibited in the zoolog- 
ical musenm at Angers, France, pre- 
aerved in alcohol. The first experiment 
with one of the poisonous fanga of this 
snake seemed to show that tbe SO yean' 
contact with the alcohol bad robbed the 
poison of its virulence, for a sparrow 
wounded with one of its teeth did not 
develop any .oymptoms of being poisoned. 
The cause of the nonaction of the poison 
at first was speedily found, however, in 
the thickening of the poison at the en- 
trance of the oanal into tbe tooth, wbioh 
prevented the poiaon from flowing. 
When Professor Maisonnenvo extracted 
some of the poisonons snbstanoe with a 
fine needle and injected a minimal por- 
tion of it into the sparrow, the latter 
showed all the vyoptoma of potaoning 
inside of half an hour, which gradually 
increased until it died in convulsions in 
2,4 hours after the injection of the poi- 
son. As it was heretoforo believed that 
snake poison loses its dangerous and 
virulent qualities with ttie death of tbe 
reptile, great oara in handling dead 
snakea will be • matter of oonmoa 
precaution.

Ct laU ReaolMd la the Debate on tbe Nl«a> 
fagfaia Canal biil 
WASHlNOTOir, Jan. 88.— A crif>is in th« 
debate on the Nloaragnan oanal bill was 
reached in the aanate late yesterday.
